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Candidates for admission to any of the Normal schools must 
have attsined the age of seventeen years complete, if young men, 
and sixteen vears if young women, and must be free from disease or 
infirmity which would unfit them for the office of teacher. Their fit- 
ness for admission will be determined :—1, by their standing in a 
physical examination; 2 by their moral character; 3, by their high 
senool recordi; 4, by a written examination; 5, by an oral examina. 
tion. 


Written Examinations.—The examinations will embrace papers 
on the following groups of subjects : 

1. Language—(a) English, with its grammar and literature, 
(b) either Latin or French. 


2. Mathematics—(a) the elements of algebra, and (b) the 
elements of plane geometry. 


3. United States Ilistory—The history and civil government 
of Massachusetts and the United States, with related geography and 
so much of English history as is directly contributory to a know- 
ledge of United States history. 


4. Science—(a) Physiology and hygiene and (b and c) any 
two of the following: Physics, chemistry, physicial geography, and 
botany, provided one of the two selected is either physics or chem- 

stry. ; l 
5. Drawingand Musie—(a) Elementary mechanical and free 
hand drawing, with any one of the topics,—form, color and 
arrangement, and (b) music. 

Oral Examination.—Each candidate shall be required to read 
aloud in the presence of the examiners. He shall also be questioned 
orally either upon some of the foregoing subjects or upon other 
matters within his experience, in order that the examiners may gain 
some impression about his personal characteristics and his use of 
language, as well as given him an opportunity to furnish any evidence 
of qualification that might not otherwise become known to them. 


Records of Scholarship.—The importance of a good record in 
the high school cannot be overestimated. , Reasonable allowance in 
equivalents will be made in case a candidate, for satisfactory reasons 
has not taken a study named .for examination. Successful exper- 
ience iu teaching is allowed to be taken into account in the 
determinations of equivalents in the entrance examinations. 
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Times of Examination.—Entrance examinations for candidates 
‘wishing to enter in September will be held :— The first examination 
on Thursday and Friday, June 29 and 80; the second examination 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, September 12 and 13. Preliminary ex- 
aminations are allowed in June. Candidates are advised to present 
themselves at the first examination. 


General Two Years’ Course.—This course is designed primarily 
for those who aim to teach in public schools below the high school 
grade. 


Three Years’ Course.—This course includes the subjects of the 
two years’ course and additional elective studies from the mathe- 
matics, science, language, art and psychology. This course will 
fit graduates for highest grammar grades and departmental teaching. 


Kindergarten Primary Course.—This course extends through a 
minimum of two years and include ssuch studies of the two years’ 
course jas immediately pertain to kindergarten work, instruction in 
the history and theory of kindergartens, and practice in teaching. 


Special Course for Teachers —Teachers of several years of suc- 
cessful experience in teaching, who give evidence of maturity, good 
scholarship, and of aptness to teach, may with the consent of the 
principal and of the board of visitors, select a course, including the 
course in psychology and pedagogy, and when such course is suc- 
cessfully completed they shall receive certificates for the same. 


Tuijtion.—Tuition is free to all residents of Massachusetts. For 
others the tuition is fitty dollars a year. Text books and supplies 
are free as in the public schools. State aid to a limited extent may 
be granted to deserving persons, citizens of Massachusetts, after 
they have been in attendance for at least one term, provided they do 
rot live in towns where normal schools are situated. 


The Dormitory.—The dormitory provides accommodation for 
sixty students. Two students occupy one room, The rooms ae 
furnished with the exception of bedding and towels. The price of 
board is $160 for the school year, payable in advance, in four pay- 
ments, pne every ten weeks, beginning with the opening of school 
in September. i

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North Adams City Charter 


AN ACT 
TO 
Incorporate the City of North Adams 


See an Act to Abolish the Board of Public Works of the City of 


North Adams and for Other Purposes on Page Following Charters. 


Be it enacted, ete., as folloms: 


TITLE I. MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the town of North Adams shall, 
in case of the acceptance of this act by the voters of the said 
town as hereinafter provided, continue to be a body politic and 
corporate, under the name of the city of North Adams; and as 
such shal! have, exercise and enjoy all rights, immunities, powers 
and privileges, and shall be subject to all the duties and obliga- 
tions, now łertaining to and incumbent upon the said town as a 
municipal corporation. ` 


Section 2. The administration of all the fiscal, prudential and mu- 
nicipal affairs of said city, with the government thercof, shall, ex- 
cept the affairs of public schools, be vested in an executive de- ` 
partment, which shall consist of one officer, to be called the mayor, 
and in a legislative department which skall consist of a single: 
body, to be called the city council, the members whereof shall, ` 
be called councilmen. The executive department shall never ex- K 
ervise eny legislative power, except as herein otherwis provided. ` 


e 


J Section 3. The territory of said city shall first be divided into’ 
seven wards, as hereinafter provided, but said number, upon any. 
Se ‘Subsequent division CT said city into new wards, may be increased. 2 
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by un affirmative vote of a majority of the members of the city 
council, passed previous to and in the year of such division. 


TITLE 2. ELECTIONS AND MEETINGS. 


Section 4. The municipal election shall take place annually on 
the third Tuesday cf December, and the municipal year shall be- 
gin on the first Monday of January following. All meetings of the 
citizens for municipa! purposes shall be called by warrants issued 
by order of the city council, which shall be in such form and be 
served ard returned in such manner and at such tmes, as the city 
council may by ordinance direct. 

Section 5. At such municipal election the qualified voters shall 
give in their votes by ballot in the several wards for mayor and 
counclimen. and fo” the members of the board of assessors, board 
of trustees of the public library, and of the school committee then 
to be elected, and Lu person receiving the highest number of votes 
for any office shat be deemed and declared to be elected to such 
office; aud whenever two or more persons are to be elected to the 
Same ofice the several persons, up to the number required to be 
enosen, receiving the highest number of votes shall be deemed ana 
declared to be elected. If it shall appear that there is no choice 
of mayor, or if the person elected mayor shall refuse to accept 
the office, or shall die before qualifying, or if vacancy in said office 
shall occur subsequently and more than three months previous to 
the expiration of be municipal year, the city council shall forth- 
with cause warranis to be issued for a new election. and the same 
proceedings shall be had in all respects as hereinbefore provided 
for the election of mayor and shall be repeated until the election 
of mayor is compl>ied. If the full number of members of the city 
council has not heen elected, or if a vacancy in the office of coun 
cilman shall occur subsequently and more than six months pre- 
vious to the expiration of the municipal year, the council may 
forthwith elect some person or persons to fill the vacancy or va- 
cancies until the rest annual municipal election. The board of 
assessors shall consist of three persons, who shall be elected in a 
manner provided in section forty-one for the election of trustees 


of the publie librarv. 


Secticn 6. All meetings for the election of national, state, county 
and district officers shall be called by order of the city council, in 
the same manner as meetings for municipal elections are called. 

Section 7. The city council may, when no convenient wardroom 
for holding the meetings ofthe citizens of any ward can be had 
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within the territorial limits of such ward, appoint and direct, 
the warrant for calling any meeting of the citizens of such ward 
| that the meeting be held in some convenient place within the limits 
of any adjacent ward of the city; and for such purpose the place 
so assigned shali be deemed and taken to be a part of the ward for 
which the election is held. 


Section 8. General meetings of the citizens qualified to vote may 
from time to tizae be held according to the right secured to the 
people by the const:tution of this Commonwealth, and all such 
meetings may, aad upon the request in writing of fifty qualified, 
voters tetting forth the purposes thereof, shall be duly called by, 
the city council. : 

TITLE 3. LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 9. The members of the city council shall consist of 
twenty-one counciimen at large, who shall be elected by the inhab- 
itants of the city as follows: At the first muncipal election held 
under this act twenty-one members at large of the council shall be 
elected by the quulilied voters of the entire city, seven to serve for 
the term of three years, seven for the term of two years and seven 
for the term of one year, beginning with the first Monday in Jan- 
uary then next ensuing; and thereafter seven members at large of 
said city council shall be elected in a like manner at each annual 
municipal election, to serve for the term of three years beginning 
with the first Monday in January next ensuing, in place of the 
members at large whose term then expires. At the first municipal 
election no voter shall vote for more than five of the councilmen to 
to be elected for each term, that is to say, not more than fifteen in 
the aggregate on one ballot, and the seven having the highest num- 
ber of votes for each term shall be declared elected: At all muni- 
cipal elections subsequent to the first election no voter’ shall vote 
for more than five of the seven councilmen to be elected at an an- 
nual election on one ballot, and the seven having the highest nüm- 
ber of votes shall be declared elected. The councilmen shall hold 
office fur three years, except as herein otherwise provided, begin- 
ning with the first Monday in ‘January next succeeding their elec- 
tion and until their successors shall be elected and qualified. A 
majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business. In case an election is held to fill a vacancy or vacan- 
cies in the council a voter may vote for the councilmen necessary 

to fill such vacancies in addition to the number above provided. 


_ Section 10. The mayor and the councilmen elect shall annually, 
on the first Monday in January, at ten o'clock in the. forenoon, 
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meet and be sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties. The 
outh shall be administered at their first meeting after the ac- 
ceptance of this act, by the town clerk, and in subsequent years by 
the city clerk, or, in his absence, by any justice of the peace, and 
shall be duly certuicd on the journal of the city council. In case 
of the absence of the mayor elect on the first Monday in January, 
or if a mayor shall not then have been elected, the oath of office 
may Le at any time thereafter be administered to him, and at any 
time thereafter in like manner, the oath of office may be admin- 
istered to any member of the council who has been previously ab- 
sent or has been subsequently elected; and every such oath shall 


be duly certified as aforesaid. 

Section 11. After the oath has been administered to the council- 
men present they shall be called to order, at their first organiza- 
tion by the town clerk, and in subsequent years by city clerk, or in 
ease of the absence of the city clerk, by the oldest senior member 
present. The council shall then proceed to elect one of their own 
number president of the council by ballot. If no quorum is pres 
ent an adjournment shali be taken to a later hour or to the next 
day, and therearter the same proceedings shall be had from day to 
day until a -quoruin is present. If any persor receives the votes 
of a majority of all the members of the council, such person shall 
be declared chosen president thereof. If on the first day on which 
a quorum is present no person receives the votes of such majority, 
they shall proceed to ballot until some person receives the votes 
of such majority or an adjournment to the succeeding day is taken, 
and on each succeeding day a plurality ef those voting shall be suf- 
ficient for an election. No other business shall be in order until a 
president is chosen. The president shall be sworn by the town or 
city clerk, as the case may be, or in case of the absence of the 
clerk, by any justice of the peace. The council shall then proceed 
to the croice of a city clerk, in the sane manner as above pro- 
vided for the choice of president. The president may be removed 
from the presidency of the council and the clerk may be removed 
from office by the affirmative vote of two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers of the council, taken by roll call. The president of the council 
shall have the same right to vote as any other member thereof. 

Sect'on 12. The mayor may at any time call a special meeting of 
the city council, ny causing written notification thereof together 
with a statement of the subjects to be considered thereat, to be 
dep< sited in the postoftice, postpaid -and addressed to the persons 
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to be notified, or left at the usual place of residence of each mem- 
ber of the council, at least twenty-four hours before the time ap- 
pointed for such meeting. 


Section 13. The city council shall determine the rules of its 
ewn proceedings and shall be judge of the election returns and 
qualifications of its own memburs. In case of the absence of the 
president the council shall choose a president pro tempore, and a 


plurality of the vctes cast shall be sufficient for ‘a choice. The 


council shall sit with open doors, whether in session as a council 
or aS a committee ot the whole, and shall cause a journal of its 
proceedings to be open to public inspection. The vote of the coun- 
cil upon any question shall be taken by roll call when the same 
is requested by at least three members. A majority of the mem- 
bers of the council shall be required to constitute a quorum, but 
a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. The council shall, 
so far as it is not inconsistent with this act, have and exercise all 
the legisiative powers of the towns, and have all the powers and 
subject to all the liabilities of. city councils and of either branch 
thereof, under the general laws of the Commonwealth, and it may 


by ordinance prescribe the manner in which powers shall be exer- 
:cised. They shall receive no compensation for their services as 


members of the city council or any committee thereof. 


Section 14. Neither the city council nor any members of com- 
mittee thereof shall directly or indirectly take part in the em- 
ployment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of ma- 
terials or supplies, the construction, alteration or repair of any 
public works, buildings or other property, or the care, custody or 
management of the same, or in the conduct of any of the execu- 
tive or administrative business of the city, or in the expenditure 
of public money, except such as may be necessary for the contin- 
gent and incidental expenses of the city council, nor in. the ap- 
pointment or removal of ‘any officers, except as herein otherwise 
provided; but ncthing in this section contained shall affect. the 
powers or duties of the council in relation to state aid to disabled 
scldiers and sailors and of the families ur those killed in the civil 
war. 


Section 15. The city council shall in the month of Jan”ary 
choose an auditor of accounts, who shall hold office for the ter. 3 of 
one year beginning with the first Monday in February next eusu- 
ing, and until his successor is chosen and. qualified. . A majority 
of the votes of all the members of the council taken by roll call 
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shal be necessary for the choice of the auditor of accounts, 
and he may be removed by the council. 

Section 16. The city council shall appropriate annually in the 
months of March and April the amount necessary to meet the ex- 
penditures of the city for the current municipal year. It shall take 
care that no money is paid from the treasury unless granted or 
appropriated, and shall secure a just and proper accountability by 
requiring bonds with sufficient penalties and sureties from all per- 
sons entrusted with the receipt, custody or disbursement of money. 
It shall as often as once in each year, ten days at least prior to the 
annual clection, cause to be pub.ished for the use of the inhabi- 
tants a particular account of the receipts and expenditures of said 
city and a schedule of all city property and of the city debt. Any 
appropriation made by the city council for the erection of a city 
hall, or for land for a location for such building, shall be subjected 
to ratification by the legal voters of the city voting in their res- 
pective precincts at an annual municipal election. The city coun- 
cil may appropriate money from time to time in aid of the North 
Adams Hospital, and in return for such appropriations and said 
hospital shall receive persons for the reception of whom the city 
may erect, establish and maintain a hospital; but such appropria- 
tions shall not exceed in any one year a sum amounting to one- 
tenth of one per cent. of the valuation of the city for the preced- 
ing vear. 

Section 17. The city coųncil shall have the power within said 
city to make and establish ordinances and by-laws, and to affix pen- 
alties as herein and by general law provided, without the sanction 
of any court or justice thereof: provided, however, that all laws 
and regulations now in force in the town of North Adams shall, 
“until they shall expire by their limitation or be revised or re- 
pealied by the council, remain in force. Complaint for the breach 
of any ordinance or by-law may be made by the mayor or any head 
of a department or any resident of the city. 

Section 18. No vote of the city council granting or bestowing an 
exclusive franchise of any description to any person or corpora- 

tion shall be valid unless the same shall be approved by a vote of 
` the qualified voters of the city, voting at large in their respectiv 
precincts at the annual municipal election. 

Section 19. The city council shall not authorize the erection of 
school house, or of any addition thereto, nor pass any appropria- 
tion for such purpose until plans for the same have been approved 
by vote of the school committee, and such approval has beeu 
' certified in writing to the chairman of said committee. 


beri 
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Section 20. The city couneil shall establish a fire department for 
said city, to consist of a chief and of such officers and members 
as the -ity council by ordinance shall from time to time prescribe; 
and said council shall have authority to define their ranks and 
duties and in general to make such regulations concerning the con- 
duct and government of such department, the management of fires 
and the conduct of persons attending fires, as they may deem ex- 
pedient, and may fix such penalties for any violation of such regu- 
lations or any of them as are provided for breach of tne ordinance 
ef said citv. The appointment of all the officers and members of 
such department shall be vested in the mayor exclusively, who 
shall have authority to remove from office any officer or member 
for cause. The chief and officers shall be the firewards of the city. 


Section 21. The city council shall have power to establish fire 
limits within the city, and from time to time change or enlarge the 
same, and by ordinance they may regulate the construction of all 
buildings, erected within said fire limits, stipulating their location, 
size and the material of which they shall be constructed, together 


with such other rules and regulations as shall tend tio prevent 


damage by fire; provided .that such rules and regulations shall not 
be inconsistent with the laws of this Commonwealth. 

Section 22. The city council shall establish by ordinance a, police 
department, to consist of a chief of police and such officers and 
men as it may prescribe, and make regulations for the government 
of the department. The appointment of all the members of such 
department shali be vested in the mayor exclusively, who shall 
have power to remove any member for cause. 

Section 23. The city council shall, with the approval of the 


mayor, have exclusive authority and power to order the laying 


out, locating anew or discontinuing of all streets and ways and 
highways within the limits of said city, and to assess the damages 
gustained by any person thereby, and further, except as herein 
otherwise provided, to act in all matters relating. to such. laying 
out, locating anew, altering or discontinuing. Any person aggrieved 
by the assegsment of his damages, or other action of the coun- 


. cil under this section, shall have the right and priv- 


lleges now aliowed by law in such cases in appeals from decisions 
of th. seiectmen of towns. ; 

Section 24. In case any ordinance, order, resolution or vote in- 
volves the appropriation or expenditure of money to an amount 
which may exceed two hundred dollars, the laying of an assess- 
ment or the grauting to a person or corporation, of any. right in, 
over or under any street or other public ground of said city, the 
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affirmative votes of a majority of all the members of the city 
council shall be necessary for its passage. Every such ordinance, 
order, resolution or vote shall be read twice, with an interval of at 
least three days between the two readings before being finally 
passed and the vote on its final passage shall be taken by roll call: 
provided, however, that upon and after the written recommenda- 
tion of the mayor, the city council may pass such ordinance, reso- 
lution or vote upon the same day, by a two-thirds yea and nay 
vote. 

Section 25. At any meeting of the city council it shall be in order 
for any member thereof to give written notice, seconded in writing 
by a majority at least of all the members of the council, of his in- 
tention to move at the next meeting thereof, occurring within not 
less than ten days, a resolution that the mayor be removed for offi- 
cial misconduct or neglect of duty. Such notice shall specify as 
particularly as possible the acts of misconduct or the instances of 
neglect of duty complained of, shall be entered at large by the 
clerk in the minutes of the council, and the clerk shall, within two 
days, serve a copy on the mayor and mail a copy to each of the 
members of the council at his residence. At such next meeting of 
the council the mayor shall have the right to speak in his own 
detence und to be heard by counsel. The vote on the resolution 
shall be by roll call. If the resolution fails to receive the affirma- 
tive votes of three-fourths of all the members of the council it 

‘Shall have no effect and shall not be re-introduced during that 
meeting or the council. If it receive the affirmative votes of three- 
fourths of all the members of the qouncil it shall, upon the re- 
cording of such vote, take effect, and the office of mayor shall 
thereupon becorne vacant. The council shall thereupon order a 
warrant for a new election for mayor to be issued, and such fur- 
ther proceedings shall be had as are provided in section five of 
‘this act in case of a failure to elect a mayor. 


Section 26. No member of the city council shall during the term 
for which he is elected, hold any other office in or under the city 
government, have the expenditure of any money appropriated by 
the council, or act as counsel in any matter before the council or 
any committee thereof; and no person shall be eligible for ap- 
pointment to any municipal office established by the council durin 
any municipal year within which he was councilman, until the ex- 
piration of the succeeding municipal year. 

Secticn 27. Every ordinance, order, resolution or vote of the city 
council, except such as relates to its own internal affairs, to its 
own olicers or employes to the election or duties of the auditor 
of accounts and any city clerk, to the removal of the mayor or te 
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the åı claration of a vacancy in the office of mayor, shall be pre- 
sented to the mayor for his approval, and like proceedings shall 
be had thereon as are in such case provided by the general laws 
relating to cities 


TITLE 4. EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 28. The executive powers of the city shalt be vested 
solely in the mayor, and may be exercised by him either person- 
ally or through the several officers and boards of the city in their 
Gepartments, under his general supervision and control. In case 
of a vacancy in any office to which appointment is made by the 
mayor he may personally perform the duties thereof, but he shall 
not be entitled to receive any salary or pay attached thereto. The 
mayer shall hold office for the municipal year beginning with the 
first Monday in January following his election unless sooner re- 
moved, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 29 The mayor shall have the sole power of appoint- 
ment to all municipal offices established by or under this act, un- 
less herein otherwise provided; and he may, except as herein 
otherwise provided, remove from office by written order any offi- 
cer so appointed hereunder, for any cause which he shall in 


‘his official discretion deem sufficient, which cause he shall assign 


in his order of removal. Such office shall become and be vacant 


‘upon the filing with the city clerk of such order of removal and 


the service of a copy thereof upon the officer so removed either 
personally or by leaving the same at his last or usual place of 
residence. The city clerk shall keep such order of removal on file, 
Where it shall be open to public inspection. 

Section 30. Whenever by reason of sickness or other cause the 
mayo: shall be disabled from performing the duties of his office he 
may designate by a writing filed in the office of the city clerk, 
either the city treasurer, the city clerk, or the city solicior, to act 
as mayor or in case of failure of the mayor to make such designa- 
ticn. the above mentioned officers in the order above named, then 
performing the duties of his office, shall act as mayor. Such 
officer shall during the continuance of such disability have all the 
rights and powers of mayor, except that he shall not when so act- 
ing have the power of removal, unless thereto in any instance au- 
thorized by vote of the city council, nor any power of appoint- 
ment unless such disability of the mayor has continued for a period 
of thirty days; and then subject to the approval of the city coun- 
cil, nor power to approve or disapprove any ordinance, order, reso- 


lution or vote until within twenty-four hours of the time when it 
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would Lake eect withou. the approval cf the mayor. In case such 
disability of the mayor continues for a period exceeding sixty 
days the city council may at any time after the expiration of that 
period declare a vacancy to exist in the office of mayor. 


Section 31. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of 
mayor the president of the city council shall act as mayor and 
possess all rights and powers of mayor during such vacancy, ex- 
cept that when so acting as mayor he shal) not have the power of 
appointment or removal unless thereto in any instance authorized 
by vote of the council. 


TITLE 5. SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


Section 32. The management and control of schools of said city 
shali be vested solely in a school committee, consisting of six 
members at large, who shall be elected by the inhabitants of the 
city as follows: At the first municipal election held under this 
act six members of the school committee shall be elected by the 
qualified voters cf the entire city, two to serve for the term of 

8 three years. two for the term of two years and two for the term of 
one year, beginning with the first Monday in January then. next: 
ensuing, and thereafter two members at large of the chool’ com- 
mittee shall be elected in like manner at each annual municipal 
election, to serve for the term of three years beginning with the: 
first Monday in January next ensuing, in place of the members at 
large whose term then expires. The school-committee shall at its 
first meeting in each municipal year, or as soon thereafter as may 
be, choose a chairman from among its members by ballot, and the 
votes of a majority of all the members of the board shall be re- 
cuired in order to elect. 


Section 23. The school committee shall on the first Monday in 
June, or as soon thereafter as may be, choose by vote of a majority 
cf its members, but not from their number, a superintendent of 
schools, who shall be under its direction and control. Such super- 
intendent shall hold office until the first Monday in June next en- 
suing, vnless sooner removed, and until his successor is -chosen 
and qualified, and he may be removed at any time by the school 
committee by a majority of its members. The school committee 


shall, in case of a vacancy in their number, forthwith notify the 
eity comncil, and the council shall call a joint convention of the 
mem ies thereof and of the school committee, and at such conven- 
ticn the vacancy shall, by a vote of a majority of all the members 
cf the two bodies, be filled until the end of the municipal year in 
which the warrant for the next ensuing annual municipal election’ 
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j is issued, and at such election the vacancy shall be filled for the l 


remainder, if any, of the unexpired term, in the same manner as 
the member whose office is vacant was elected. The school com- 
mittee shall fix and establish the compensation of all persons em- 
ployed by them. 


TITLE 6. ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICERS. 
Section 24. There shall be the following administrative officers, 


_who shall be appointed by the mayor and who shall perform the 


duties ty law and hereinafter prescribed by them respectively, and 
such further duties not inconsistent with the nature of their res- 
pective offices as the city council may prescribe: I. A board of 
public works, consisting of three persons, who shall also be over- 
seer of the poor and commissioners of public burial places. II. A 
city treasurer, who shall also be the collector of taxes. III. A city 
solicitor. IV. A chief of police. V. A chief of the fire depart- 
ment. VI. A board of health, consisting of three persons. VII. 
A city engineer, who shall also be inspector of buildings.. VIII. A 
city bookkeeper, who shall also be clerk of the board of public 
works and shall keep the accounts of all departments except as 
herein otherwise provided. The above named board and officers 
shall be appointed on or before the first Monday in February and 
shall hold their respective offices for the term of one year begin- 
ing with the first Monday in February, unless sooner removed, and 
until tr.eir respective successors, or in case of boards, until a ma- 
jority of the members thereof, are appointed and qualified; provid- 
ed, however, that the appointment of the chief of police shall not 
be for any specified time, but shall hold good until his death, re- 
signation or removal by the mayor, who shall have power to re- 
move him for incompetency or cause. They shall be sworn or 
affirmed to the faithful discharge of the duties of their respective 
offices, which oath or affirmation, or a certified copy thereof, shall 
be filcd in the office of the city clerk. IX. A board of license 
ccmmissioners, as prescribed in chapter four hundred and twenty- 
eight cf the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-four. 
The board of assessors shall be entitled to choose a clerk, who shall 


not be one of their own’number. The board of public works shall 
appoint a superintendent of outdoor work who shall hold no other 
municipal office and a superintendent of the water works, neither. 
of whom shall be of their own number, and who shall severally 
hold their offices for one year unless sooner removed by said board, 
and until their respective successors are appointed and qualified. 


TITLE 7. POWERS AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
Scction 35. The city clerk shall have charge of all journals, re- 
cords, papers and documents of the city, attest all warrants, and 
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ão sucr other acts in his said capacity as the city council may 
require of him. He shall be the clerk of the council and shall keep 
a journal of all votes and proceedings. He shall engross all the 
ordinances passed by the city council, in a book provided for that 
‘Ful pos? and shall add proper indexes, which book shai be deemed 
a public record of such ordinances. He shall perform such other 
duties as are required by law or shall be prescribed by the council. 
In case of the temporary absence of the city clerk the president 
of the council may appoint a clerk pro tempore, who shall be duly 
qualified. 

Section 26. The auditor shall have charge of all revenue and ex- 
penditure accounts of the city and shall keep a set of books show- 
ing in detail the revenues and expenditures of the city. He shall 
examine all pay rolls, bills or demands rendered against the city, 
and all orders or votes of the city council for the payment of 
money, shall see that they have been incurred with due authority, 
that they are properly approved by some person authorized there- 
to, and that the clerical computations are correct. He shall see 
that vouchers are prepared in proper form, and that the same are 
duly recorded and distributed to their proper account. If he ap- 
woves of a bill, pay roll or demand, he shall endorse it with his 

ertificate of approval and shall cause an abstract of the same to 
-æ entered on a book kept for that purpose, and shall pass it to the 
treasurer for payment. Ee shall perform such other duties as 
from time to time may be assigned him by the city council. In 
case of the disability or absence of the auditor the president of the 
council shall appoint an auditor, pro tempore, who shall be duly 
qualified 

Section 37. The board of public works shall exercise the powers 
and be subject to the duties prescribed for boards of verseers of ` 
the poor by the laws of the Commonwealth. The board of publie 
works shall have cognizance, direction and control:— (a) Of the 
construction, alteration, repair, care and lighting of streets, ways 
ani sidewalks. (b) Of the construction, alteration, repair and care 
of public buildings; except that the care, construction, alteration 


and repair of all school buildings shall remain under the œ™mn- 
trol of ihe school committee. €c) Of the construction, alteration 
repair and care of public sewers and drains. (da) Of the construc- 
tion, alteration, repair, care and maintenance of public bridges. 
te) Of the laying out and caring for public burial places and pub- 
lic pars, and of all the work in or upon the same. (f) Of the 
construction, extension, alteration and repair of the public water 
works. (g) Of the care, superintendence and management of the 
public grounds belonging to said city, except such grounds as are 
under the control of the school committee, and of the shade and 
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orn anv utal trees standing and growing therein. (h) Of the super- 
vision of fire alarm, electric light, power, telephone, telegraph and 
trolley wires, anc elec.ric light, telegraph and telephone poles and 
gas pipes. The said board may require.that no person or corpo- 
ration «vthorized by the city council to dig up any public street 
or sidewalk in said city shall begin such digging before furnish- 
ing to such board of public works security satisfactory to them to 
restore such street or sidewalk to its former cindition. The said 
board shall alse, except as herein otherwise provided, have ex- 
clusively the powers and be subject to the duties, liabilities and 
penalties which may be by law given to or imposed upon road com- 
missioners of towns. They shall as overseers of the poor appoint 
a city physician. f 

Section 38. The city treasurer shall collect all the water rents 
and charges and all moneys due the city, and shall receive, have 
the cvstcdy of and pay out all moneys, uzon the certificate of the 
auditor, and cause an accurate account of the same to be kept in 
proper bookkeeping form, or such form as thc city council may 
preseribe. He shall make to the council annually or oftener, at 
such time or times in each year as it shall prescribe, a full and de- 
tailed statement of the receipts and expenditures of the city during 
such portion of the financial year as it may direct, and of the cash 
balance or surplus; and in every such statement the different 
sources of the city revenue and the amount received from each, 
the several appropriations made, the object for which they were 
maie and the amount of moneys expended under eich, the money 
borrowed on the credit of the city, the authorty under which each 
loan was made, and the terms on which the same was obtained,shall 
te clvarly and particularly specified. He shall cause to be re- 
ported weekly to the auditor a statement of all the réveipts and dis- 
bursements in order that the proper entries may be made in the 
Looks kept by the auditor. No person who is.a bank official or em 
ploye shall be eligible to the office of treasurer. 

Section 39. The city solicitor shall for the salary herein providea 
perform all legal services in matters in which the city is interest- 


ed, und attend to all proceedings at law or in equity in which 
the city is a party and all -claims made to the council. For these 
purpc ses he shall have sole charge of all such matter and proceed- 
ings. He shall give in writing his legal opinion upon any of the 
municipal affairs of the city upon the request of the mayor or 
Council, and in addition give his opinion upon the law relating to 
the municipal affairs in any department upon request made by the 
head of such department. 

Section 40. The city engineer shall give his whole Gre to the 
city and shall have sole charge and control of and shall attend to 
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all the engineering work of the city. He shall, at the request of 
the heard of public works, prepare plans and estimates of any 
rroposed alterations in or construction of public sewers and drains 
anc conduits, streets, sidewalks, water works and other public 
works. He shall assist.the city solicitor as far as possible in de- 
fending the city against suits and claims brought against it for 
dameges sustained by reason of any defect or want of repair in 
any public way, or for any cause whatever. He shall perform such 
other duties as the city council shall prescribe, not inconsistent 
herewith. As inspector of public buildings he shall have the con- 
trol of the enforcement of. the regulations regarding plumbing and 


_ shall perform sucen other duties as shall be from time to time pre- 


scribed by law and ‘the ordinances of the city council. 

Section 41, The trustees of the public library shall consist of 
three members at large, who shall be elected by the inhabitants 
of the city as follows. At the first municipal election, held under 
this act one trustee shall be elected to serve for the term of three 
years, one for the term of two years and one for the term of one 
year, beginning with the first Monday in January then. next ensu- 
ing, and thereafter one trustee at large shall be elected in like 
manner at each annual municipal election, to serve for the term 
of three years, beginning with the first Monday in January next 
ensuing, in place of the trustee at large whose term then expires. 
The trustees of the public library shall have the care and manage- 


ment of the public library. 


Section. 42. The auditor shall also be the city almoner, and 
chall keep a record of the settlements of all paupers or persons 
who gre or may become a city charge, and shall, under the direc- 
tion of and by the authority of the overseers of the poor, relieve 
fhe wants of such paupers outside of the almshouse as may be 
necessary and proper. He shall, as aforesaid, see that the paupers 
who are chargeable to other cities and towns are maintained by 
such cities and towns at their own expense, and that the city shali 
Le re'mhursed for outlays made for the paupers chargeable to the 
Commonwealth or other ‘cities or towns. He shall, under the di- 


“rection of the overseers of the poor, report all cases needing legal 


attention of the city solicitor, and shall furnish him with all the 
infor ation possible in controversies arising over pauper settle- 
ment or otherwise. He shall perform such other duties as the 


“overseers of) the poor may from time to time direct. 


D 


Section A8. All city officers not hereinbefore mentioned shall 


‘perform such duties as are or may be from time to time perscribed 


Ly law, and such other duties, not inconsistent herewith or with 
general laws, as the council may from time to time prescribe. 
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Section 44. The administrative officers and boards above named 
in this title, and all administrative officers and boards hereafter es- 
tablished by the city ccuncil and not coming within the depart- 
ment of any officer or board so above named, shall have the power 
execpt as herein otherwise provided, to appoint or employ, and to 
remove or discharge, all officers, clerks and employees in their res- 
pective departments. Such appointment shall not be for any spe- 
cified term, but shall hoid good until removal or discharge. Orders 
wf removal shall state the reason thereof and shall be entered upon 
the records of the office’ or board making the same, and removals 
shail take effect upon the filing of a copy of such order with the 
eity clerk in a book provided for the purpose and open to public 
inspection. The above named administrative officers and boards 
shall, in their respective departments make all necessary con- 
tracts for work and for the furnishing of materials and suppiies for 
the sity and for the construction, alteration, repair and care of 
pubtic works, instituticns, buildings and other property; except 
such prop-er.y as shall be under the control of the school cominiite , 
and shall have, subject to the mayor, the direction and control of 
all the executive and administrative business of the city. They 
shall at all times be accountable to the mayor, as the chief execu- 
tive officer, for the discharge of their duties. 

Section 45. Every board, and every officer above named, not a 


member of a board, shall keep a record of all official transactions 


and cuch record shall be open to public inspection. 


TITLE 8 GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Section 46. The folluwing salaries shall be paid, viz: Mayor 
one thousand dollars each year. City clerk, thirteen hundred’ do}- 
‘ars each year Tax collector and treasurer, two thousand dol- 
lars each year. City solicitor, nine hundred dollars each year. 
Members of the schoo! committee, seventy-five dollars each, each 
year Members of the board of assessors, four hundred dollars 
each each year. Clerk of board of assessors, one hundred and 
fifty dollars each year. City physician, two hundred and fifty dol- 
iars eack year. Members, of the board of health, one hundred dol- 
lars each. each year. Chief of the fire department, three hundred 
dollare cach year. Assistant chiefs of the fire department 
one hundred dollars each. each year. Superintendent of the water 
works, twelve hundred dollars each year. City engineer and in- 
epec‘or cf plumbing, eighteen hundred dollars each year. Chief of 
police and keeper of lockup, three dollars and a half each day. 
Captain of police, three dollars each day. Keeper of the aims- 
house, seven hundred and fifty dollars each year. Members of 
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board of public works, five hundred doilars each, each year. Clerk 
of the board of public works, nine hundred dollars each year. Su- 
p*rintendent of outdoor work, twelve hundred dollars each year. 
Auditor, one thousand dollars each year. Members of the police 
force, two dollars and « half each day. Firemen, hose and hook- 
and-ladder men, sixty-five dollars each, each year. The compen- 
sation cf all persons not employed by boards or heads of depart- 
ments and not herein provided for shall be established by the city 
council, but no new salaried office shall be established except those 
required by law,nor any increase of salaries made unless aproved 
by a vate of the citizens at large in their respective precincts at an 
annua! election. 


Section 47. No person shall be eligible to any of the offices of 
the cily government, except superintendent of schools, chief of 
police, chief of the fire department, or city engineer, unless He is a 
citizen and has been a resident of the city for at least two years. 


Section 48. Any office established under or by this act shall be- 
come vacant if the incumbent ceases to be a resident of the city. 
The ccnviction of the incumbent of any such office of a crime pun- 
ishable by imprisonment shall operate to create a vacancy in the 
office held by him. 


Section 49. The provisions of chapter three hundred and twelve 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five and acts 
in amendment thereof and in addition thereto shall not apply to the 


“ity of North Adams rntil the first day of January in the year 


ninetecn hundred. 


Section 50. The administrative officers and boards above-named 
shall, annually on or before the first Monday of January, furnish to 
the mayor an itemized and detailed estimate of the moneys re- 
quired for their respective departments or offices during the ensu- 
ing financial year. The mayor, president of the council and chair- 
man of the board of assessors, shall examine such estimates and 
shall submit the same to the city council on or before the first day 
of March, with their itemized and detailed apportionment, which 
shall be the appropriations which the several departments and 
officers may expend during the current municipal year, but said city 
council at any time prior to May first, of each year, may, subject 
to the approval of the mayor as provided by law, strike out or de- 
crease, but not increase any item in said report. 


Section 51. Every officer of the city shall, at the request of the 
city council, give it such information in writing as it may require 
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in relation to any matter, act or thing connected with his office or 


‘employment or the discharge of the duties thereof. 


Section 52. No sum appropriated for a specific purpose shali be 
expended for any other purpose, and mo expenditure shall be made, 


“nor iiability incurred, by or in behalf cf the city, until an ann: 


priation has been duly voted by the city council sufficient to meet 
such expenditure or liability, together with all prior unpaid lia- 
bilities which are payable out of such appropriation, except in ac- 
cordance with the written recommendation of the mayor to. the 
city council, approved by the yea and nay vote of two-thirds of the 


- council; provided, however, that, after the expiration of the finan- 


cial year and until th: passage of the annual appropriation, lia- 
bilties p:.yable out of a regular appropration to be contained there- 
in may be incurred to an amount not exceeding one-third of the 
total of such appropriation for the preceding year. Every bil). 
pay roll or other voucher covering an expenditure of money shall 
be approved by the signatures, on the back of such bill or vouch- 
er, of the majority of the board or committee having control of, or 
incurring such expenditure, and after such approval such bills, pay 
rolls or vouchers shall be turned over to the auditor. The finan- 
cial year shall begin with the first day of December in each year. 

Section 53. Nothing herein contained shall affect the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of chapter three hundred and twenty of the 
acts of tie year eightéen hundred and eighty-four, being “An act 
to improve the civil service of the Contmonwealth and the cities 
thereof,” and acts in armendment thereof and in addition thereto, 
or of the rules made by the commissioners appointed thereunder; 
and the city council shall make sufficient and proper appropriations 
for the carrying out and enforcement of said act and such rules in 
said city. 

Section 54. Wheriever mechanical of other work is required to 
be done, or supplies are required for the city, at a cost amounting 
to five tufidred dollars or more, the board or committee having the 
matter in charge shall invite proposals therefor by advertisements 
in not more than two newspapers published .n said city, such ad- 
vertisements to state the time and place for opening the proposals 
in answer to said advertisements, and reserving the right to said 
doard or committee to reject any or all. proposals. Every proposal 
for 4aing such work or making such sale shall be accompanied by a 
evitable bond, or certificate of deposit, for the faithful performance 
of suck proposal, and all such proposals shall be kept by the officer 
or board inviting the same, and shall be open to public inspection 
after suid proposals have been accepted or rejected. 
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Section 55. All contracts made by any department of the city 
Shall, wren the amount involved is five hundred dollars or more, be 
in writing. and no such contract shall be deemed to have been 
made or executed until the approval of the mayor is affixed thereto. 
All such contracts shall be accompanied by a bond with securities 
satisfactory to ths board or committee having the matter in charge, 
or a deyosit of money or other security for the faithful perform- 
ance of such contracts: and such bonds or other security shall be 
deposited with the city auditor until the contract has been carried 
out in all respects, and no such contract shall be altered except by 
a written agreement of the contractor, the sureties on his or their 
bend, and the officer or board making the contract, with the ap: 
proval of the mayor affixed thereto. 

Section 56. No loan except such as may be incurred in anticipa- 
tion of taxes shall be made except upon and after the written rec- 
ommendation of the mayor, made to the city council and passed 
by a two thirds yea and nay vote. All bonds and notes issued by 
the city shall be signed by the treasurer and countersigned by 
the m’vor, and any coupons attached thereto shall bear the signa- 
ture of the treasurer either in the original or a fac simile. 

Section 57. The board of public works shall fix and establish 
the prices of rents for the use of water, which shall not be made 
less in any instance than the prices and rents now established by 
the prudential committee of the North Adams Fire District, until 
the Londed indebtedness now or hereafter created by said district 
or city for the purpose of supplying the inhabitants of said district 
or city with pure water shall have been paid; and the income re- 
ceived therefrom in each year, after deducting all expenses and 
charges of distribution of such year, shall be applied as follows: 
First, to the payment of the interest on the debts and loans now or 
hereafter incurred by the said city and by the North Adams Fire 
District for the purpose of supplying said city and said district 
ani the inhabitants thereof with water, and of such part of the 
principal sum thereof as shall become due in such year: second, 
after paying such interest and principal sums the residue of such 
income shall be used to supply the city and inhabitants thereof 
with pure water in the discretion of said board and any balance 
of such residue not so used shall be paid intothetreasury of thecity 
for Senegal city purposes. As long as there shall be any debts of 
the city +hat shall have been incurred in supplying said district or 
said city or the inhabitants of either with water there shall be 
reise? each year by taxation a sum which, together with the said 
inrome, shall be sufficient to pay the interest on all such debts and 
such part of the principal sum as shall become due in such year. 
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Section 58. Upon an acceptance of this act, as herein provided, 
the s2lectmen of said town shall forthwith divide the territory 
thereof into seven wards, so that the wards shal: contain as nearly 
as may be consistent with well defined limits to each, an equal 
number of voters, and they shall designate the wards by numbers. 
They shell, for the purpose of the first municipal election to be held 
thereunder, which shall take place on the third Tuesday of De- 
cember next succeeding such acceptance, provide suitable polling 
places in the several wards, and give notice thereof, and shall at 
least teu, days previous to such third Tuesday in December ap- 
voint all proper election officers therefor, and they shall in general 
have the powers and perform the duties of the mayor and board of 
aldermen of cities, under chapter four hundred and seventeen of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three and acts 
in amendment thereof anà in addition thereto, the provisions of 
which shall so far as applicable apply to said election; and the 
town clerk shall perform the duties therein assigned to city clerks. 
The registrars shall cause to be prepared and published according 
to law lists of qualified voters in each of the wards established by 
the selectmen. 

Section 59. All laws relating to the town of North Adams when 
this act shall be accepter! as herein provided, shall, until altered, 
amended or repealed, continue in force in the city of North Adams, 
so far as the same are ncr inconsistent herewith. 

Section 60. All special laws heretofore passed concerning the fire 
district iun the town of North Adams, which shall be in force in said 
fire district when this act shall be accepted, as herein provided, 
shall, so far as the same are not inconsistent herewith, be ex- 
tended io and continue in force in the city of North Adams until 
altered, amended or repealed. 

fection 61. Upon the first day of January next after the ac- 
ceptance of this act, as herein provided, the North Adams Fire 
District in said town shall cease to exist, and all the property, 
powers and privileges of the said district shall vest in the city of 
North Adams, and all the debts, duties and liabilities of the said 
fire district shall become the debts, duties and liabilities of said 
city. 

Section 62. The passage of this act shall not affect any right 
accruing or accrued, or any suit, prosecution or other legal pro- 
ceeding pending at the time when this act shall go into operaton, 
and no penalty fer forfeiture previously incurred shall be affected 
thereby. All persons holding office in said town or in the fire dis- 
trict in said town at the time this act shall take effect shall con- 
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tinue to held the same, notwithstanding the passage thereof, until 
the organization of the city government hereby authorized shall 
be effected and until the successors of such officers shall be res- 
p*ctively elected or appointed and qualified. 

Section 63. The selectmen shall notify the persons elected at 
such firz. Jlection, and shall provide and appoint a place for the 
first meeting of the maycr and city council on the first Monday in 
January next ensuing. and shall by written notices left at their 
respective places of residence at least twenty-four hours prior to 
such meeting notify thereof the mayor-elect and councilmen-elect, 
who shal! immediately proceed to organize and carry into effect 
the provisions of this act, which shall then have full force and 
effect. The selectmen shall, in like manner, appoint a place and 
time for the first meeting of the school committee and notify the 
members thereof. Nothing herein shall affect the annual meeting 
in said town for the election of national, state, district and county 
officers, which may be held next after the acceptance thereof. 


Section 64. The question of the acceptance of this act may be 
submitted to the legal voters of said town at any time within two 
years after the passage thereof at an annual meeting or any meet- 
ing called for that purpose, except in the months of November 
and December. At such meeting the polls shall be open not less 
than eizkt hours, and the vote shall be taken by ballot in accord- 
ance with the provisions of chapter four hundred and seventeen

in amendment thereof and in addition thereto, so far as the same 
sval! be applicable, in answer to the question: “Shall an act 
passed by the generai court in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-five, entitled ‘an act to incorporate the city of North Adams.’

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An Act to Abolish the Board of Public Works of the City 
of North Adams and for Other Pur ‘pases. 


CHAP. 76. acts 1897. 


Be it enacted as follows: e 


Sectio% 1. The puurd of public works of the city of North Adams 
is hereby abolished, and the powers and duties now exercised and 
discharged by said board, except the powers and duties exercised 


and discharged by the members of the board as overseers of the 
poor and commissioners of public burial places, shall hereafter be 
exercised and discharged by one commissioner of public works, 
who shall he appointed by the mayor without confirmation by the 
city council, during the current year upon the passage of this act, 
and thereafter on or before the first Monday in February in each 
year. Jie shall hold his office for the term of one year unless 
sooner removed from office by the mayor in the manner prescribed 
in section twenty-nin2 of chapter one hundred and forty-eight 
of the acis of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-five, and until 
his succesor is appointed and qualified. He shall receive a salary 
of eighteen hundred dollars each year. A person not a citizen or 


resident of said North Adams may be appointed such commission- 
er or supelintendent of outdoor work. 


Section 2. The mayor of said city shall appoint without con- 
firmatior, by the city council of North Adams during the current 
year upon the passage of this act, and thereafter on or before the 
first Monday in February in each year, one overseer of the poor, 
who shall exercise and discharge all the duties and powers pre- 
scrihed by law for overseers of the poor, and shall also be the city 
almoner of said city and exercise and discharge all the duties and 
powers now exercised and discharged by the auditor of said cit 
of North Adams as city almoner. He shall also be the commis 
sioner of public burial places of said city. He shall hold his of ` 
for the term of one year unless sooner removed by the mayor is 
the manner prescribed in section twenty-nine of chapter one hun- 
dred and forty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-five, and until hig successor is appointed and qualified. He 
shall receive a salary of one thousand dollars each year. The city 
physician of said city shall hereafter be appointed solely by the 
mayor. i 

Section 3. The chief engineer of the fire department of said city 
shall also be assistant inspector of buildings, and as such assis- 
tant inspector be under the direction and control of the inspector 
of buildings. He shall devote his whol: time to the city and shall 
receive a salary of nine hundred dollars each year. 

Section 4 Anything contained in chapter one hundred and 
forty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, so far as it interferes with this act, is hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. (Approved

Ward 4.-- Includes the villages of Blackinton and Greylock east 


to the point where the old Williamstown road crosses the Hoosac 


river near the Fitchburg railroad crossing in Braytonville. The 
line then runs north to Clarksburg town boundary. From the rail- 
road crossing the line follows the Hoosac river eastward past the 
fair grounds to Brown street, passing southward along that street

Ward 6.—Starting at the Holden street bridge the lines of Ward 
6 run alongside the north branch of the Hoosac river to and 
through Willow Deil to East Main, thence to the junction of East 
Main and Church, and &ewn Church to Washington avenue; thence 
along Washington avenue to Ashland street; thence northerly 
along Ashland street to Quincy, westerly through Quincy to its 
termination thence northerly across Summer street to and through 


Holden street to the bridge. 


Ward d Starting at the Brown street bridge the boundary of 
Waru 7 runs along the north branch of the Hoosac river to Holden 
street thence through Holden across Main to the western terminus 
of Quincy street; thence through Quincy to Ashland southeasterly 
through Ashland to the point opposite J. H. Flagg’s property on 
State sirect, thence southerly along the south branch of the Hoosac 
river to the Adams line: thence westerly to a point equi-distant

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Rules and Regulations 
op THE 


BOARD of HEALTH 


The Board of Health of the City of 
North Adams hereby makes and publish- 
es as required by the Revised Laws of tue 
Commonwealth of Massachuestts, the 
following Rules and Regulations for the 
public health and safety. 

“Whoever violates any such regula- 
tions shall forfeit not more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00.)”—Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 75 See 65. 

Rule 1. Whatever is dangerous to 
hunian life or health; whatever building 
or part or cellar thereof is overcrowded 
or not provided with adequate means of 
ingress ana egiess, or is not sufficiently 
supported, ventilated, sewerea, drained, 
lighted or cleaned; and whatever renders 
soil, air water, ice or food impure or 
unwholesome, is declared co be a nuis- 
ance and to be illegal ; and every person, 
or firm, or corporation having aided in 
creating or contributing to the same, 
or that may support, continue or retain 
any of them,shall be deemed guilty of a 
violation of this régulation and liable 
to the penalties provided by the Revised 
Laws of the Commonwealth for violation 
of such regulations as the board of 
health judges necessary to make for the 


preservation of the public health and 


safety, and shall also be liable for the 
expense of the abatement or remedy re- 
quired, 

DRAINING, ET CETERA. 

Rule 2. Every building in said city 
shall when deemed necessary by the 
board of health, be furnished with a 
sufficient drain, underground, into a 
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common sewer or reservoir; and also 
with suitabie water closets or with a 
privy, the vault of which shall be so 
constructed that the inside of the same 
shall be at least three teet from the line 
of every adjoining lot, unless the owner 
of such lot shall conseit or agree other- 
wise, and also three feet from every 
street, lane, passageway, or public place; 
and every such vauit or p:ivy shall be 
built of brick or stone laid in cement 
and in such manner that its contents 
may be readily removed. 

Rule 3. No privy, cesspool or vault 
shall be opened in any manner or at any 
time other than at such time and in such 
manner as the board of health may di- 
rect; and no person shall remove or 
earry through any public street, high- 
way or square of the city, contents of 
any privy or vault, unless the person 
removing same, and the cart, wagon, or 
other’ conveyance in which the same is 
carried, shall be licensed for such per- 
son by the board of health. AN such 
vaults shall be thoroughly cleaned out 
and the contents thereof removed once 
each year, and oftener if the board of 
health so directs. 

Rule 4. No drain not water tight, 
which carries or contains sewage, shall 
be allowed to pass within twenty feet of ` 
any well or other source of water used 
for domestic purposes, and no person 
shall allow any pool of stagnant water 
to be and remain upon his premises after 
notice to remove the same by the Board 
of Health. 

Sewage ‘shall be construed T mean 
liquid waste from whatever source, 
which contains offensive or injurious 
matters. 

Rule 5. No person shall permit the 
drainage of any building to enter any 
pond or stream within the limits of the 
City of North Adams, the water of which 
| is used for domestie purposes. 
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CLEANLINESS OF PREMISES. 


Rule 6. No dweiling or any part thereof 
within the city, shall be used for the jsale, 
storage sorting or handling of rags, with 
out a written permit from the board 
of health. | 

Rule 7. No putrid, decayed or decay- 
ing animal or vegetable matter shall be 
allowed to remain in cellars or outbuild- 
ings. No fish, slaughter-house offal or 
other decaying and offensive animal or 
vegetable matter shall be left or per- 
mitted to remain upon the land for pur- 
poses of fertilization without being plow- 
ed in or otherwise being rendered ‘inof- 
fensive. | 

Rule 8. Every owner or occupant of 
every building in this city, shall keep 
such building and the yard belonging 
thereto free from all filth and substances 
liable to produce offensive odors. 


Rule 9. No owner or occupant of land 
abutting upon a private passageway, or 
having the right to use such passageway, 
shall suffer any filth or waste or stag- 
nant water to remain on such passage- 
way. 

Rule 10. The owner or lessee of any 
building within the limits of the city, 
shall, when inthe opinion of the board 
of health, or its duly authorized agent, 
it is deemed necessary, whitewash, paint 
' or otherwise clean and make wholesome 
the walls, ceiling and passageways of 
the building. 


Rule 11 (a). Every house shall be 
provided by its owners or occupants 
with a suitable. watertight, covered met- 
al receptacle to keep garbage and swill 
until the same is removed by the licensed 
scavengers. 

: The reeeptacle shall be kept cover- 
ed at all times, except when depositing 
or removing the garbage. It shall be 


kept where it shall be convenient of ac-. 
cess on the ground floor. 

‘Every block or building of four or 
more tenements shall be provided with 
a water tight covered metal receptacle 
or receptac.es, of sufficient size for the 
garbage requirements of said tenements. ) 


Rule 12. No person shall go about, 
in or through the streets, squares or 
highways of the city, collecting or re- 
moving swill, offal, butchers waste or 
slaughter-house, refuse, unless duly au- 
thorized and licensed by the board of 
health. 


All such refuse collected and carried 
through the streets, squares and high- 
ways as before provided, shall be put 
and carted in a close covered vehiele 
box or other tight vessel, which when, 
not necessarily opened for the purpose 
of depositing thematerial collected there 
in, shall be kept securely covered, If any 
of the contents thereof shall be spilled 
or fall upon any Street, walk or premises, 
it shall be the duty of the keeper or 
driver to replace the same and remove 
all traces thereof. 


SPITTING. 


Rule 13. Spitting on the floor, plat- 
form or any part of any. street car or 


„other public conveyance is _ prohibited. 


Spitting upon the floor or other part 
of any room, hallway, entrance or lobby 
to any church, theatre or public hall is 
prohibited. 


Spitting upon the sidewalk of any 
street, court or passageway is prohibited. 


STABLES. 
Rule 14. The conditions governing the 
granting of licenses to occupy buildings 
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as livery or boarding stables shall be as 
follows: 

The stable must be erected and com- 
plete in all its compartments before 
lieense to occupy is granted. 

A manure pit shall be constructed of 
brick or stone, laid in cement, and water- 
tight. 

Such pit shall be ventilated by a shaft 
not less than twelve inches square, car- | 
ried two feet above the roof of the main | 
building. 

The storage of manure, except in said | 
pit, is prohibited. No bedding shall be 
deposited outside of the stables. 

The drainage of every stable shall be 
‘properly conducted to a pubiic sewer | 
whenever practicable. 

In every case ventilation and drainage 
shall be made satisfactory to the board of 
Health. | 

The said ‘liens shall neither be en- 
large or altered without special permit 
havixg first been obtained from the 
board of health. 

Rule 15 (a). Owners and occupants 
of livery and other stables within the 
city, shall not wash or clean their car- 
riages or horses or cause them to be 
washed or -cleaned in the streets or pub- 
lie ways. They shall keep their stables 
and yards clean, and not allow large 
quantities of manure to accumulate in or 
near the same at any time. 

Rule 15 (b) Every barn within Ka 
city limits wherein a milch cow is kept | 
shall contain at least one thousand cubic 
feet of space and shall be ventilated, 
lighted and cleaned to the satisfaction 
of the board of health. 

MANURE, ASHES. 


ETC. 


Rule 16. No person shall go about, in 
or through any of the streets of the city 
collecting manure or removing ashes, pa- 
per, or other refuse, except in a vehicle 
with a tight box, and said vehicle cov- 
ered so that the contents cannot be scat- 
tered on the streets. 


The deposit by any person of any 
stable manure,night soil, or other fertil- 
izer of like nature on the sur- 
face of his lawn or yard within the 
City of North Adams, where the same is 
liable to’ become spread or scattered 
upon any street or sidewalk, or is offen- 
sive to the sight or smell of persons 
traveling upon such. street or sidewalk, 
is a nuisance, and the same is hereby 
prohibited. 

ANIMALS. 

Rule 17. No person shall keep any 
fowl or animal in any part of a dwelling 
house, or in any place in the city, where 
the board of health may deem such keep- 
ing detrimental to the health or comfort 
of the residents of the neighborhood 
or to those who may pass thereby; and 
said board shall have the power to re: 
move or cause to be removed therefrom 
any such fowl or animal so kept. 

Rule 18. No animal affected with a 
contagious disease shall be bought with- 
in the limits of the city. 

Rule 19. No diseased animal, its flesh 
or its product,shall ibe sold or offered for 
sale, and no decayed, diseased or un- 
wholesome meat, ‘fish, fruit or other 
articles of food, shall be sold or offered 
for sale, and the board shall cause the 
seizure and destruction of all such arti- 
cles so sold or offered for sale... - 

Rule 20. -Whoeveéer has knowledge of, 
or has reason to suspect the existence 
of, a contagious disease among domestic 
animals in this city, shall forthwith give 
notice thereto to the board of health. 

Rule 21. No person shall abandon or 
leave in any street, alley or other pub- 
lic place within said city, any sick or 
injured horse or other animal. Any 
animal so found which is adjudged by 
the board of health, or by any veterin- 
ary surgeon summoned by said board, 
to be past recovery, shall after 
an interval of two hours, if unclaimed 


‘and uneared by the owner thereof, be 
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killed and removed by order of said 
board. 

Rule 22. No person shall deposit or 
cause to be deposited upon any lot or in 
any street, alley or other body of water 
within said city, any dead animal or part 
thereof. 

MILK RECEPTACLES, TICKETS AND 
COUPONS. 

Rule 23. No person or corporation 
shall issue or distribute within the City 
‘of North Adamsanymilk tickets or eou- 
pons which have been once before issued, 
used or distributed. 

Every bottle, can or other receptacle 
used in the distribution of milk, or other 
liquid article of food, shall immediately 
after such use and before refilling be 
thoroughly cleansed and sterilized. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASE. 

= Rule 24. Every person in whose dwel- 
ling there shall break out a case of chol- 
era, yellow fever diphtheria, mebranous 
croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, ty- 
_phus fever, small pox, varioloid, measles, 
or other contagious disease dangerous 
to the public health, shall immediately 
notify the board of health of the same. 
Any physician who may know or be call- 
ed to any case of the diseases specified 
herein shali at once report such case to 
the board of health. 

Rule 25. Immediately upon recovery 
death or removal of a person afflictec 
with a contagious disease all bedding or 
other personal property liable to com- 
municate any of the diseases mentioned 
in Rule24shall be at once properly cleans- 
ed and fumigated, or destroyed at the 
discretion of the Board of Health. The 
room or rooms occupied by the patient 
must be disinfected. This work will be 
done by the inspectors of mid board. 

Rule 26. No person sick with an acute 
contagious disease shall be transported 
in. any public vehicle used for the carry- 
ing of passengers. Ge 
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Rule 27. Wherever any of the diseases 
mentioned in Rule 24 are found to exist, 
a placard shall be displayed in a con- 
spicuous place, informing the public of 
the presence of such disease, and no per- 
son shall remove such card without the 
permission of the board of health. 

Rule 28. In all cases of diphtheria 
or membranous croup, the patient shall 
be held in quarantine until a negative 
culture shall have been received from 
the state board of health. 

Rule 29. Pulmonary tuberculosis is a 
contagious disease and must be reported 
as is provided in Rule 24. 

RULES AND CAUTIONS TO BE OB- 

SERVED DURING QUARANTINF. 


Rule 30. No person or persons, except 
physicians, nurses, clergymen and under- 
takers in the performance of their du- 
ties, and members of the household who 
at the time may be living in any house 
or building which is under quarintine, 
shall for any purpose whatever enter 
such home or building without permis- 
sion from the board of health. 

The sick person is to be kept in a room 
by himself.. No one but the nurse and 
doctor will be allowed in the room with 
him. 

Your own children must be kept at 
home. They may play in their own yard 
but MUST be kept off the street. All 
children in the house are to be kept from 
school until a certificate to return is 
granted by the Board of Health. This 
applies to Sunday School and public en- 
tertainments, etc. Other people’s chil- 
dren must not be allowed to enter yonr 
house, nor play with your children dur- 
ing quarantine. 

Admit members of the family will not 
be allowed to work or to attend any 
public entertainments, clubs, lodges. 
church services, ete., without permission 
of the Board of Health. They must keen 
out of the sick room at all times. i 
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Neighbors must not come into the 
house. You may talk to them through a 
CLOSED window. Grocers, butchers, : 
milkmen, ete., may receive orders and de- 
liver goods at the outside door. No milk | 
can or glass jars to be taken out of the 
house during quarantine. 

The sick person will not be allowed to 
leave the house until the card is removed 
from the door. 

Publie library books, Day School and 
Sunday School books MUST NOT be used 
by the patient, nor any attendant. on the 


the Board of Health for fumigation, af- 
ter which they will be returned. 

Rule 31.—No person or persons who 
may be visiting upon premises which are 
under quarantine, shall leave such prem- 
ises without permission from the Board 
of Health. 

Rule 32. Wherever two or more fam- 
ilies residing in the same buildings, use 
the entrances, halls, or stairways of such 
building in common, or where there is 
other direct communication, such build- 
ing shall for the purpose of quarantine 
be considered one house. If only a part 
of any house or building shall be under 
quarantine, these rules shall apply only 
to such part. 

CAUTIONS. 

Toys that the patients play with 
should be burned after quarantine is re- 
‘moved, unless thoroughly fumigated by 
the Agent of Board of Health. 

Do not use handkerchiefs for the pa- 
tient. Use old, soft linen or cotton, and 
burn it as soon as used. 

The patient should not use the same 
eating utensils (knives, forks, plates, 
spoons, etc.) that are used by the fam- 
ily. Give the patient separate ones dur- 
ing the illness. 

A sheet should be hung from top of 
door casing of the sick room door and 
kept moistened with a disinfecting solu- 


patient, nor left in the sick room. All 
such books must be given to the Agent of 


tion which will be furnished by the 
Board of Health. 

“Whoever violates any such regulation 
shall forfeit not more than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00.)’—Rev. Laws, 
Ohap. 75, Sec. 65. 

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 

Rule 33. No child ill with whooping 
cough, measles, purulent aphthalmia, — 
chicxen pox, mumps or any other 
contagious disease, shall attend school, 
nor shall any child attend school 
in this city while any member of 
the household to which such child 
belongs is ill with small pox, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measies or 
membranous croup, or during a period 
of two weeks after the death, recovery 
or removal of such person. 

No pupil, who by reason of this rule 
has been debarred from. school attend- 
ance, shall be admitted to any school in 
this city without a written permit from 
the board of health, signed by its chair- 
man, its physician, or its agent. 

Rule 34. The principal of any school, 
upon the receipt of information that a 
pupil under his charge has visited a 
household where at the time of such 
visit any of the diseases enumerated in 
Rule 33 existed, shall immediately noti- 


| fy the board of health. 


Rule 35. Whenever any child is ab- 
sent from school on account of illness, 
the principal, if he has reason to sus- 
pect that the child is suffering from a 
contagious disease, shall exelude from 
school all pupils from such house: 
hold and notify the board of health. 
Any teacher when sending a pupil to the 
home of another pupil, shall forbid him 
to enter the house to which he is sent. 
(This is to prevent him from inadvert- 
ently exposing himself to a contagious 
disease.) 

Extract from Section 6, Chapter 44, 
Revised Laws: “A child who has not 


been vaccinated shall not be admitted 
to a public school except upon presenta- 
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tion of a certificate signed by a regular 
practicing physician that he is not a fit 
subject for vaccination.” 

GENERAL VACCINATION. 

Chapter 75, Section 136, Revised Laws: 
“A parent or guardian who neglects to 
cause his child or ward to be vaccinated 
before the child or ward attains the 
age of two years, * * * shall for- 
feit five dollars for every year during 
which such neglect continues.” 

Chap. 75., Section 137, Revised Laws: 
“Fhe board of health of a city or town if, 
in its opinion it is necessary for the pub- 
lic health or safety, shall require and en- 
force the vaccination and revaccination 
of all the inhabitants thereof, and shall 
provide them with the means of free 
vaccination. Whoever, being over twen- 
ty-one years of age and not under guar- 
dianship, refuses or neglects to comply 
with sich requirements shall forfeit 
five dollars.” 

CARE OF THE DEAD. 

Rule 36. It shall be the duty of the 
undertaker, or other person having 
charge of the funeral or burial of the 
dead body of a person within said city, 
who has died of Asiatic cholera, yellow 
fever, typhus fever, small pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or mebranous croup, 
to keep such funeral strictly private 
and to permit no person other than mem- 
bers of the family of the deceased who 
are at the time residents at the place 
of death, and the officiating clergyman 
to be present thereat; and to convey 
such dead body. direetly from the place 
of death to the place of buria, and in 
no other vehicle than a hearse, and the 
funeral to take place within twenty- 
‘four hours after death. 

Rule 37 (a) It shall be the duty of the 
undertaker, or of any other person or 
persons within said city who shall have 
charge of the burial or shipment, or of 
the preparation for the burial or the 
shipment of the dead body of any person 
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who has died of any contagious disease, 
to observe and obey the foilowing ruies 
and regulations embodied in this section: 

The dead body of any person who has 
died of any contagious or infectious dis- 
ease shail be thoroughly disinfected, 
and shall not be exposed to the view of 
any person who is not necessarily engaged 
in the preparation of the same for burial. 

The dead body of any person who has 
died of any contagious or infectious 
disease shall not be placed or kept in 
any receiving vault in any cemetery or 
burying ground, unless such dead body 
shall be first enclosed in a hermetically 
sealed zine-lined or other metallic casket. 

No dead body of any person who has 
died of Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, 
typhus fever or small pox, shall be ship- 
per or carried into or from said city by 
any means of conveyance whatsoever. 

In preparing for shipment the dead 
body of any person who has died of scar- 
let fever, diphtheria, or membranous . 
croup, the said body shall be wrapped 
in a sheet saturated either with a solu- 
tion of bichoride of mercury of a strength 
of one part in two thousands, or with a 
solution or carbolie acid of the strength 
of one part in forty. The said body shall 
then be enclosed in a tightly sealed cas- 
ket, and said casket shall be placed in 
a zine-lined or a tin-lined box hermeti- 
cally se: "ed. 

Rule 37 (b) The body of any person 
who has died of any contagious diseases. 
except asiatic, yellow fever, typhus fever 
or smail pox, when taken directly from 
tne place of death to the grave; must be 
completely wrapped in absorbent. cotton 
and then wrapped in a sheet saturated 
with a solution cf bi-chloride oi mercury 
1: 2000; all enclosed in a tightly sealed 
casket. : 

Rule 38. It shall be the duty of every 
superintendent of a cemetery, or other 
person in carge of any cemetery or bury- 
ing-ground within the city, to receive 
the permits issued for burials in said 
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cemetery or burying-ground; to pre- 
serve the same and to furnish to the 
board of health of said city, upon Mon- 
day of each week, a written report, upon 
blank forms to be furnished upon appli- 
cation by said board, of all burials made 
_or caused to be made by him. 

. Rule 39. 
dead body shall be buried within this 
city shall be dug to a depth of less 
than five feet below the surface of the 
ground. 

Rule 40. No new cemetery, burying- 
ground, vault or tomb for the reception 
and -burial of human bodies, shall be es- 
tablished within this city, or under the 
control of any organization within said 
city, without a permit so to do first be- 
ing granted by the board of health of 
said city. No additions shall be made 
to those already in use without the same 
authority. 

NOXIOUS TRADES. 

Rule 41. No person, company, firm or 
corporation shall erect or maintain any 
‘manufactory or place of business within 
‘this city which is dangerous to life or 
detrimental to health, or where unwhole- 
some, offensive or deleterious odors, gas, 
smoke, deposit or exhalations are gener- 
ated, except in such places as are al- 
lowed by the board of health. All such 
establishments shall be kept clean and 
- wholesome, nor shall any offensive or 
deleterious waste substance be allowed 
` to accumulate upon the premises or be 
thrown or allowed to run into any pub- 
' lic waters, stream, watercourse, street 
` or publie place. — 

Rule 42. All licenses granted if 
the board of health may be revoked at 
the, pleasure of said board. 8

be sterilized in boiling water after every 
separate use thereof. 

A separate clean towel shall be used 
for each person. : 
Alums or other astringents deit be 
used in powdered form and aes with 
a clean towel. 

The use of powder puffs and sponges 
is prohibited. 

Every barber shop shall be provided 
with running hot water (through a pres- 
sure boiler.) 

Every barber. ten clean ‘his hands 
thoroughly immediately after serving 
each customer. l í 

Hair brushes and combs shall be thor- 
oughly washed at least once a day. 

No person shall be allowed to use any 
barber shop as a dormitory. 

Shaving mugs, etc., except those in 
constant use, shall be kept in closed or 
covered receptacles. 

Hair and other waste accumulations 
shall be destroyed each day by fire, or by 


-such means as the board of health may 


approve. 

EVERY BARBER AFTER HAND- 
LING ANY ONE WITH ANY SKIN 
ERUPTION, MUST CLEANSE HIS 


HANDS THOROUGHLY BEFORE 
HANDLING THE NEXT PERSON, AND 
ALL TOOLS USED IN CONNECTION 
THEREWITH MUST BE THOROUGH- 
LY STERILIZED BEFORE THEY ARE 
USED AGAIN.

MEAT AND PROVISIONS. 


Revised Laws of Massachusetts, Chap- 
ter 56. 
` Section 70. Boards of Health of cities 
and towns may inspect the carcasses of 
all slaughtered animals and all meats, 
fish, vegetables, produce, fruit and pro- 
. visions of any kind found in their cities 
or towns, and for such purpose may en- 
ter any building, enclosure or other 
place in which carcasses or articles are 
stored, kept or exposed for sale. If, 
on such inspection, it is found that such 
carcasses or articles are tainted, dis- 
eased. corrupted, decayed, unwholesome, 
or from cause unfit for food, the board 
of health shall seize the same and cause 
it or them to be destroyed forthwith, or 
disposed. of otherwise than for food 


All money received by the board of 
health for property disposed of as afore- 
said shall, after deducting the expense of 


said seizure, be paid to the owner of 
such property. If the board of health 
seizes or condemns any such carcass 
or meat for the reason that it is affected 
with a contagious disease, it shall be 
immediately give notice to the board of 
cattle commissioners of the name of 
the owner or person in whose possession 
it was found, the nature of the disease 
and the disposition made of said meat 
or carcass. (ch 

Sec. 71. The board of health may in- 
spect all veal, offered or exposed for sale 
or kept with the intention to sell in this 
city or town, and if, in its opinion, said 
veal is that of a calf less than four 
weeks old when killed, the board shat 
seize and.destroy or dispose of it as pro- 
vided in the preceding section, subject, 
however to the provision thereof relative 
‘to the disposal of money. 

Sec. 72. Whoever prevents, obstructs 
or interferes with the board of health 
in the performance of its duties as pro- 
vided herein, or hinders, obstructs, or 
interferes with any inspection or exam- 
ination by it, or whoever secrets or re- 
moves any. carcass, meat, fish, vege- 
tables, fruit or provisions of any kind, 


for the purpose of preventing the same 


from being inspected or examined under 
the provisions of sections seventy to 
seventy-six inclusive, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than one ‘hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment for not more 
than sixty days, or by both such ane 
and imprisonment. 

See. 73. Whoever knowingiy sells, of- 
fers or exposes for sale or has in his 
possession with intent to sell for food 
any diseased animal or any product 
thereof, or any tainted diseased animal 
or any product thereof, or any tainted, 
diseased, corrupted, decayed or unwhole- 
some carcass, meat, fish, vegevables, pro- 
duce, fruit or provisions of any kind, 
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shail be punished by a fine or not more | 


than one hundred dellars or vy im- 
prisonment for not more tnan sixty 
days, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment; and whoever knowingly sells any 
kind of diseased, corrupt or unwholesome 
provisions, whether for meat or drink, 
without making their condition fully 
known to the buyer, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than two hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment for not more 
than six months. 


Sec. 74. Whoever kills or causes to 
be killed or knowingly sells, offers or ex- 
poses for sale or has in his possession 
with intent to sell for food the veal 
of a calf killed when less than four 
weeks old, shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than one hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment for hon more than 
sixty days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Sec. 75. The board of health for the 
city or town in which any animal or 
property has been condemned under the 
provisions of sections seventy and sev- 
enty-one may cause a description of the 
place in which said condemned property 
was found, the name of every person in 
whose name it was found and the name 
of every person convicted of an offense 
under the provisions of the two preced- 


ing sections to be published in two 


newspapers published in the county in 
which such property was found. 


Sec. 76. Whoever knowingly sells or 
exposes for sale poultry, unless it is 
alive, before it has been properly dressed 
by the removal of the crop and entrails 
if they contain food, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than five nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offense. The 
Boards of Health shall cause the provis- 
ion of this section to be enforced in their 
respective cities and towns. 


AN ORDINANCE. 


Relative to the Sale of Milk. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of 
North Adams, as follows: 

Seation 1. No milk shall be sold in the 
city of North Adams after the passage of 
this ordinance, except from cows that 
have been subjected within one year to 
examination that shall be satisfactory to 
the board of health and to the inspector 
appointed by the mayor and the council 
of the city of North Adams under section 
12, chapter 90 of the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, and pronounced free from 
the disease known as tuberculosis or any 
other disease that may render the milk 
injurious to man. 

In case an examination made by any 
person other than the inspector of the 
city of North Adams, shall be unsatis- 
factory either to him or to the board of 
health, a proper examination shall be 
made by said inspector for the city of 
North Adams, and his decision shall be 
final. 

Section 2. Any person selling or dis- 
tributing milk, or keeping cows from 
which milk is sold or distributed in the 
city of North Adams, shall, upon the ad- 
dition of any cow or cows to his dairy, 
immediately give notice to the board of 
health of such addition, and the board of 
health shall thereupon order an examina- 
tion of such animal or animals to be 
made, as provided in section 1 of this or- 
dinance. - a 

Any persons selling or distributing 
milk in the city of North Adams, shall at 
the time of taking out his license, inform 
the board of health, in writing, of all 
sources from which he receives his sup- 
ply, and upon making any change what- 
ever in the sources of his supply, shall 
immediately give notice to the board of 
health of such change. 
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Section 3. Whenever the board of 
health shall deem it necessary, but not 
less frequently than once during each 
year, it shall make or cause to be made 
an inspection of all “dairies and other 
places from which milk is sold in the 
city of North Adams, and shall keep a 
written report of the result of such in- 
spections on file in its oifice for public ex- 
amination and reference. 


Section 4. All such premises, and all 
vessels and vehicles used in the business 
of selling or distributing milk, shall be 
kept in.a perfectly. cleanly and sanitary 
condition and at all times: acceptable to 
the board of health, and no person who 
refuses to allow such inspection to be 
made in accordance with section 3 of this 
ordinance, or who fails to keep his prem- 
ises, vessels and vehicles as above men- 
tioned in such cleanly and sanitary con- 
dition as shall. be satisfactory to the 
board of health, or fails to comply with 
the written orders and recommendations 
of the board of health, or to provide such 
proper light and ventilation of his stables 
and such sources of water supply as the 
board shall deem necessary, shall be al- 
lowed to sell or distribute milk in the 
city of North Adams. ` 

Section 5. Every person keeping cows 
from which the milk is sold in the city 
of North Adams, shall have a room en- 
tirely apart from the stable, (although 
it may be in the same. building: if de- 
sired,) in which the milk shall be strained 
and cooled, said room to have a tight 
floor and the side walls and ceilings to 
be made of matched lumber or battened, 
unless lathed and plastered. No water- 


closet, earth-closet or privy shall be with- 
in or communicate directly with this 
room. The walls and ceilings of all cow 
stables shall be cleaned and white-washed 
at least twice a year, and oftener if re- 
quired By the board of health; nothing 


in this section,however, shall beinter- 
preted to prevemt the cooling of milk in 
spring houses when same are properly 
constructed. 


Section 6. No person who is suffering 
from, or who is suspected of having ty- 
phoid fever, diphtheria or any other con- 
tagious disease, shall, while so suffering, 
be engaged in the care of cows or the 
handling of milk in places from which 
milk is to be sold or distributed in the 
city of North Adams. 

Section 7. Every person selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth 
or stand in the city of North Adams, 
shall keep such milk in a refrigerator or 
other perfectly tight receptacle entirely 
separate from any food or other con- 
taminating product, said refrigerator or 
other receptacle to be provided with ice 
during the warm months, or at any other 
time when required so to do by the board 
of health. 


Section 8.—Any person, party or cor- 
poration violating the provisions of this 
ordinancee, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars ($20) for 
each offence. 


| Section 9. Any person, party or cor- 
poration after being notified by the 
board of health to discontinue the sale 
of milk in the city of North Adams who 
shall sell or distribute any milk in the 
city of North Adams until he. receives 
permission in writing so to do from the 
board of health, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding twenty. dollars ($20) 
for each offence, and his license to sell 
milk in this city shall be revoked. 

Section 10. Chapter sixteen of the Re- 
vised Ordinance of nineteen hundred is 
hereby repealed. 

Approved May 6, 1903. 
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Addenda : 
any way engagea in or connected with 
the production, handling, selling or dis- 
tribution of milk or cream sold or offer- 
ed for sale in the city of North Adams 
is required to immediately report to the 
board of health of North Adams all 
cases, or suspected cases of contagious 
disease occurring in the family or house- 
hold of said person.” 


THE PREVENTION OF CONSUMP- 
TION. 


Consumption is the most destructive 
disease of New England, the number of 
persons dying annually from this cause 

in Massachusetts amounting to nearly 
six thousand. 


The disease is infectious and can be 
communicated from one person to an- 
other. The chief danger exists in the 
expectoration of the sick, and if this 
expectoration is carefully destroyed lit- 
tle danger need be feared. 


“Every person being in|- 
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Consumptives should be instructed 
not to spit upon the floors of rooms, pub- 
lic halls, street and railway cars, and 
other vehicles, but into pieces of cloth 
or receptacles made for the pur- 
pose, cantaining water or a saturated 
solution of carbolic acid (one part car- 
bolic acid crystals to about fifteen parts 
of water). Such bits of cloth should 
be destroyed by fire before the Sputa be 
comes dry, and other receptacles should 
be cleansed with scalding water, their 
contents having been destroyed or 
otherwise carefully disposed of. Hand- 
kerchiefs which may have been used 
from necessity should be boiled half an 
hour before washing. 

A healthy person should not sleep in 
the same room with a consumptive. 

Remember that sputa must never be 
allowed to become dry.
